Today brings the quadrennial peak of 
American democracy. Fifty million voters will 
march in nationwide exercise of the right of 
free and untrammeled franchise, to decide 
which party, Democrat or Republican, they 
want to administer the executive functions of 
the nation’s government for the next four 
years. 

No man can say, until the final vote is 
counted, what the outcome will be. The race 
is close and it may well be that the result will 
be in doubt until the returns from the last of 
the 48 states are in. 

The Gallup poll, most dependable of opin- 
lon-testing agencies, gives President Roosevelt 
a slight edge over his opponent, Wendell Will- 
kie, the newcomer in politics who is carrying 
the standard of the G. O. P. This poll, how- 
ever, admits that the race is too close for any 
prediction as to outcome.

This election bears no resemblance whatsoever 
to the farcical balloting in dictator states 
where, through.fear, 99 per cent of the popu- 
lations vote the way they are told and dare 
not express their own opinions even in whis- 
pers or behind locked doors. There is no Ges- 
tapo, no need for voters to fear, in this nation. 

Many of the things that have been said 
about President Roosevelt have been utterly 


: we are Americans first, and always. It is mat- 


ter of secondary importance whether we be 
Democrats or Republicans, Willkiecrats or 
Rooseveltians. 

America must come first for all of us.

One Bogart family has canned more than 
2,000 pints, two have more than 1,000 pints 
in their storage rooms and numerous families 
can point to more than 300 pints on their 
pantry shelves. | 

Such people will never know lack of proper 
and nutritive food. Come what may they 
have, like the squirrels, stored up food for the 
winter months and, regardless of all other 
economic conditions, can live in well-fed con- 
tentment until the next harvesting season 
comes around. 

Bogart sets good example to e€évery com- 
munity in the state. Their canning is done 
at a community-owned cannery operated by 
the department of vocational agriculture at 
the Bogart High school. 

There is no community in Georgia which 
cannot follow the Bogart example. Many 
have already done so. When such community

Fooling the Hennery

Twenty-nine years ago, the University of 
Connecticut established the Storrs interna- 
tional egg-laying contest, participated in by 
13-member teams of hens (the why of 13 has 
not been discovered by the inquisitiveness de- 
partment at this writing). Today, university 
officials report, American hens are laying 60 
eggs more per annum than they were 20 years 
ago. A new world’s record just set (no kid- 
ding) by 13 Oregon hens brought forth 4,041 
eggs in 51 weeks. 

The hens in the contests are sent to Storrs 
from all sections of the United States and 
Canada. At Storrs they are nested in oat 
straw, while soft ground sugar cane lines*each 
nest.

WILLKIE WINS HIS SPURS WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The 


campaign closes with only~one 
thing certain—that in Wendell L. Willkie the Republicans have 
found a bold and powerful political leader. No campaign in mem- 
ory has produced such an exhibition of sheer determination as was 
given by Willkie when all events seemed to conspire against him, 
and when he pushed cheerfully onward, telling his story to the 
people, until the tide of events turned. In few campaigns has the 
fate of a great party depended so exclusively on the energy, force- 
fulness and appeal of a single personality. 

As Willkie is a first-rank political leader, it goes without saying 
that he is also a complex and even a somewhat mysterious per- 
sonality. All strong swayers of the people, from Thomas Jefferson 
down to Willkie’s rival, Franklin Roosevelt, have managed to con- 
vince immense numbers of admirers that they were knights in 
shining armor, no more, no less. But all of them, Willkie in- 
cluded, have generated such supef-heated enthusiasm not because 
they were so many Galahads, but because they had in them some- 
thing unanalyzable, something complicated and special, which set 
them off from other men. 

Perhaps this something is a peculiar formation of the ego which 
fits a man for leadership. Perhaps it is a quick sensitivity of mass 
reaction, a shrewdness in finding out the nerve centers of the 
people’s thought. Perhaps it is simply a contradictoriness of char- 
acter and opinion that enables the political leader, almost literally, 
to be all things to all men. Or perhaps it is a mingling of ego, 
sensitivity and contradictoriness all together. At any rate, the im- 
portant fact to note is that a good share of this curious something, 
essential in the White House if the American government is to be 
firmly directed in troubled times, is possessed by Wendell Willkie. 


LIGHT AND SHADE Having said so much about Willkie, it 


is difficult to say more with certainty. 
For example, in preaching his doctrine of free enterprise, Willkie 
has managed to convince an astonishing number of old guard Re- 
publicans and businessmen that he is a sort of Moses, ready to 


- lead them into a promised land in which they will hardly know 


there ever was such a thing’ as a New Deal. Yet he has indorsed 
most of the New Deal’s great statutes, and persons close to him 
are virtually unanimous in predicting that, if he is elected, the 
old guardsmen will be painfully surprised by the results. 

Again, the men on whom he relies for advice and aid present an 
astonishing array of contrasts. In his circle, there are to be found 
one or two of the most arrantly unpleasant reactionaries in the 
United States. But there are also men of many other types, such 
as Russell Davenport, an intellectual with an almost mystical faith 
in the future of America, and Elliott Bell, a shrewd middle-of-the- 
roader, and young Oren Root, who hero-worships Willkie because 
he thinks him the first forceful exponent of intelligent, moderate 
conservatism. 

In truth, contrasts and complexities seem to run all through 
Willkie’s character. His studious bent for literature and history 
accords ill with the sheer physical energy which has carried him 
easily through a killing campaign. 

His sensitivity hardly prepares one for the extraordinary dog- 
gedness he also possesses. His extreme accessibility, which has 
driven his entourage almost mad with worry, does not fit easily 
with his equally extreme determination to go his own way, which 
drove the orthodox Republicans almost mad until they saw that the 
way he had chosen was not unwise. But, somehow, Willkie man- 
ages to merge all these varying traits in a rounded, exceedingly 
impressive personality. At a guess, his personality’s secret cement 
is probably composed of tremendous energy, tremendous ambi- 
tion, and tremendous faith in himself and his country, mixed in 


equal parts. 
“WE’LL WORK A LITTLE HARDER” Of course, if you 
listen to the Presi- 
dent’s circle, Willkie is nothing but the creature of the advertising 
men. The New Deal story is that Willkie’s campaign was put in 
the hands of the two advertising firms of Batten, Barton, Durstine 
& Osborne and Young & Rubicam, and that these experts sold 
him to the country as they might sell a new tooth paste, using 
every trick of their trade from outdoor placards to direct mail 
solicitation and smartly conceived radio plugs. 

Although the Willkie publicity has been well organized, and 
vastly aided by a sympathetic press, the New Deal theory plainly 
does not hold water. The man who put Willkie over is Willkie 
himself. When the outlook was darkest, his secretaries kept from 
him the Gallup poll results, so that he might sleep easily for a 
night. The next morning, when he saw the figures, his only com- 
ment was, “Well, I guess we'll have to work a little harder.” His 
hard work is the explanation of the sharp reversal of the campaign’s 
trend, the only question remaining is how far that reversal has gone.

X MARKS THE SPOT Today those American citizens who 
think enough of their citizenship to be 


eligible to vote may cast their ballots for national and state officers. 


It is important that every eligible person vote. 

The people are sovereign. And I always have thought that 
Andrew Jackson was right when he said, “Never get far away from 
the people, they rarely are far wrong.” The people do a great many 
stupid things with the ballot. But when the long trail of history 
is reviewed one may see they rarely have been far wrong. 

It is inevitable that there be pendulum swings. It was easy for 
Warren Harding, with a phrase which said, “Let us get back to 
normalcy,” should win. The people were eager for “normalcy” 
after the weary years of the war; after the tremendous emotions 
aroused by that great drama of blood and tears and heroism. 

If we look at our history we see that weak presidents usually 
have followed strong ones. That is our fault, but it is a human 
one, and may, after all, be right in that it is best. 

A politician cannot get too far ahead of the people in ideas and 
crusades. It is when he does they turn against him. He must be 
sure they come along, apace, with him. A strong man, by the very 
necessities of his office, often gets too far ahead of the people. They 
elect a weak, or do-little man. By the time they are ready to turn 
him out, the reforms the strong man sought have become accepted 
and new ones are ahead. 

It is important that all who can go to the polls and cast their 
ballots. It is unfortunate that once our sayings, “The voice of the 
people,”’ should have become a cliche. The ballot is their voice. It 
is exciting, interesting, to be able to vote. 

And Jackson was right. The people rarely are far wrong. 


WHAT HAPPENS TODAY That is why what happens today 


will work out all right. It is my 

opinion that failure to elect Mr. Roosevelt would be a very great 

calamity. I am aware, of course, there are many who believe fail- 

ure to elect Wendell Willkie would be a calamity. Somewhere be- 
tween the two lies the truth. It always is so. 

It has been my opinion that Mr. Willkie would carry from 10 

to 15 states. The polls now say that is wrong; that a very real 


trend has set in which is sweeping Willkie toward victory; that “ 


there is a Willkie tide in the affairs of men which will turn this 
country back to the Republican party and its philosophy of gov- 
ernment.

What today is accepted as proper legis- 
lation would have been received in horrified surprise as Socialism 
just 15 years ago. The people make changes. It is good if they 
have good leaders during the process of change. 


THE ROLL OF STATES Nowhere else in the world is such

The tremendous su of money spent for advertising, for 
speeches, for literature, ey reach into the ballot box only insofar 
as they have reached into the minds of men. 

We have come a long way in communication and organization 
since 1916, when the nation went to sleep thinking Charles Evans 
Hughes had been elected and awoke to find Woodrow Wilson its 
President. There will be no such delay tonight. It may be late. 
It will be if the election is close. But if Willkie carries the doubt- 
ful states one may know him to be the winner.

RUBBER AND TIN 

“It is a noteworthy fact that the nations which 
have been rich in mineral resources are the na- 
tions which have led the world in the history of 
the past,” says the DESERET NEWS, of Salt Lake 
City, and the WASHINGTON POST declares, 
“The United States is singularly fortunate in that 
it produces within its own borders a large num- 
ber of the raw materials needed for peacetime in- 
dustrial use and for rearmament. But even this 
country, despite its bountiful resources, is far 
from being self-sufficient. ... Steps are properly 
being taken, therefore, to provide this country 
with alternative sources of such vital raw ma- 
terials as tin and rubber.” And the WASHING- 
TON STAR believes, “In its plans to establish a 
smelter in this country, to produce 18,000 tons 
of tin annually from Bolivian concentrates, the 
administration has taken another important step 
toward freeing the United States from depend- 
ence on sources outside the western hemisphere 
for strategic materials essential to national de- 
fense.” 

The NEW ORLEANS’ TIMES-PICAYUNE 
points out that “More than half the world’s tin 
comes from the smelters of the Straits settlements 
while nearly a third is smelted in Britain from 
supplies obtained from Bolivia, the East Indies 
and Nigeria. The American requirements of about 
75,000 tons come chiefly from smelters in Eng- 
lard and some from the Straits. ... Though we 
are one of the world’s biggest users of tin, a 
smelter in this country must be government fi- 
nanced or subsidized because of the relative high 
operating costs. ... The new smelter cannot be 
regarded as the beginning of a permanent in- 
dustry.” 

Meanwhile, “Political developments in the Far 
East and military developments in Eyrope have 
drawn public attention to this country’s de- 
pendency on foreign sources for its supplies” of 
tin and rubber, says the CHARLOTTE OB- 
SERVER, which brings out the fact that “The 
United States government has taken action on 
several fronts . .. to forestall a future tin short- 
age” and cites the possible manufacture of syn- 
thetic rubber” to meet its total rubber require- 
ments for an investment of $100,000,000 to $200,- 
000,000. . . . About three years would be re- 
quired for plant construction.” And, speaking of 
rubber, the DALLAS MORNING NEWS reports 
“Rubber experts” as estimating “synthetic rubber 
can now be produced in this country at a cost of 
25 cents a pound,” comparing the cost “with a 
eurrent price of about 20 cents a pound for nat- 
ural rubber, a price that might be lower except 
for aftificial pegging.” The NEWS estimates 
“Construction of adequate plants for manufac- 
turing synthetic rubber ... would require at 
least 18 months. ... At present we have on hand 
or in sight only a 10 months’ supply of natural

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These are big lands, with a combined area 38 times that of 
New York state, and long ago, when they were supreme in their 
own waters, they taught us the dreadful cost of weakness. 

It began the year Washington was first inaugurated and our 
ships were sailing the seven seas in search of business that helped 
everybody back home. 

To enter the Mediterranean, and thus reach the ports of southern 
France and Italy and Greece and Egypt and the Near East, they 
had to pass close to Algiers. 

The Algerians began to seize our ships and hold the sailors for 
rary The ruler, called the Dey, demanded $50,000 for the 
irst 21. 

Our country was broke and felt unable to pay such a sum, so 
the Dey kept on capturing our people till he had 119. That was 
in 1792, and by that time he was demanding $2,000,000, two big 
warships and a regular tribute of money. i 

Congress wouldn’t appropriate money for warships, but we did 
pay $642,500 and pledge $20,000 a year to ransom our people. Ac- 
tually we paid over $2,000,000 before the shameful business ended. 

By that time, Tunis and Tripoli had decided to share such easy 
pickings, and they also demanded enormous tribute. We ate dirt. 

We endured that htmiliation for 25 long years—until the War 
of 1812 left us with a navy and we felt strong enough to stand 
erect. Then we sent a fleet under Decatur and made piracy un- 
fashionable. 

The other affair, though trivial by comparison, made Ameri- 
cans feel regpectable. : ‘ 

The other Roosevelt was President when a rich American tour- 
ist named Perdicaris was captured by a Moroccan bandit named 
Raisuli, who demanded a big ransom. 

When the demand reached Washington, America saw red. We 
had a fleet and a well-developed case of self-respect. The reply 
which Teddy sent to the ruler of Morocco was an ultimatum, classic 
in its brevity: “Perdicaris alive or Raisuli dead.” That was enough, 

The moral of these stories has often been forgotten by politi-

CHATTAHOOCHEE NATIONAL FOREST, Nov. 4.—First or- 
ganized big-game hunt was off to a flying start this morning when 
75 riflemen invaded the 46,000-acre Blue Ridge wildlife manage- 
ment area in a most successful manner, bringing down five big 
bucks. 

Credit for for bagging the first legal deer killed in north Geor- 
gia in over 15 years goes to G. V. Cunningham, of Athens. Cun- 
ningham’s eight-pointer was killed at 8:10 a. m., just two hours 
after he made his stand on Stovers creek, Weighing 172 pounds, 
the buck was rated by forest rangers as a fine specimen of white- 
tail deer. 

Running a tie for second place was J. D. Phillips, of Atlanta, 
who reported a 10-pointer bagged at 9 a. m., and Hugh Turner, 
of Gainesville, Ga., who reported an eight-pointer killed at the 
same time. Neither buck had been brought to camp at 3 p. m., 
but two crews of men had tried unsuccessfully to work them 
through the heavy underbrush. Forest Ranger Joe Ennis and 
Wildlife Ranger Clyde Wehunt both reported thesé two deer as 
running well over 200 pounds, enlarging the problem in getting 
them to camp. Both hunters reported their kills as running over 
400 pounds after trying for several hours to bring them in. All 
three of these kills were made on the Wilderness hunt. 

Last report gave kills to J. H. Cobb, of Clayton, with a fine 
eight-point buck weighing 180 pounds. Lionel Drake, of Buford, 
bagged a spike buck weighing 125 pounds. 

Title of hard luck champion goes to an unnamed Atlanta 
hunter who mistook a laurel bush for antlers and shot a large 
doe deer around 7 a. m. In little over one hour from the time 
he entered the hunt he was headed back to Atlanta, barred from 
further hunting and having already paid a fine of $25 to State 
Wildlife Director Charlie Elliott. The hunter was permitted to 
pay the minimum fine as he reported his illegal kill to state wild- 
life rangers. The does was confiscated and turned over to a 
hospital. 

Today’s event marked the first firearms hunt on the co-opera- 
tive management Area of the Chattahoochee National Forest and 
both Region Forester J. C. Kircher, of the United States Forest 
Service, and Wildlife Director Charles Elliott, were high in their 
praise of the results obtained from the hunt so far and predicted 
additional fine kills for the remaining five days of the hunt.

Lost Element Found 

That he has found the last of 
the world’s missing known ele- 
ments, is the claim of Dr. Walter 
Minder, of the Radium Institute 
in Bern, Switzerland. He calls it 
Helvetium, and says he isolated 
the element by radium disinegra- 
tion,, obtaining a speck weighing 
one 10,000th of a milligram. “The 
quantity so far,” he admitted, “‘is 


too small to make practical exper- 


iments on possible uses of the new 
element,” but he suggests that its 
properties would, perhaps, be dis- 
covered first in the United States 
because of the larger amounts of 
radium available.
